Must Take Daring Measures 
To Educate Individual Fully 


Panel Declares Public Must Face Fact! 


That Such a Plan Will Be Expensive 
and May Require Federal Aid— Op- 
poses Idea of Elite Academies. _—_-

ROCKEFELLER BROTHERS FUND report on education 
Aw yesterday that the nation must immediately take dar- 

ing and aggressive measures to provide educational oppor- 
tunities for the fullest development of every individual. 


A panel of 15 educators and 
editors headed by John W. 
Gardner, president of the Car- 
negie Corp., of New York, said 
that such an educational plan 
was expensive, “a fact which 
the American people have 
never been quite prepared to 
face.” 

The 70-page report t said the 
country’s leaders in all walks 
to life must join in a national 
campaign to face theh problem, 
for “at stake is nothing less 
than our national greatness 
and our aspirations for the 
dignity of the individual.” 

Perhaps the greatest prob- 
lem, it said “is the widely held 
view that all we require are 
a few more teachers, a few 
more buildings, a little more 
money.” 

Disastrous to Underestimate. 

,ouch an approach will be 
disastrous,” the report con- 
tinued. “We are moving into 
the most demanding era of our 
history. We must build for the 
future in education as daringly 
and aggressively as we have 
built other aspects of our na- 
tional life in the past.” 

That, the panel asserted, will 
mean drastic or even revolu- 
tionary changes in traditional 
techniques and attitudes. 

The panel saw no alterna- 
tive to federal aid to help pay 
for the kind of educational sys- 
tem that will “identify, nur- 
ture and wisely use” every in- 
dividual’s talents, unless there 
was “a thorough, painful, politi- 
cally courageous overhaul of 
state and local tax systems.” 


The report is the fourth of) 


the spefial studies projects of 
the Rockefeller Brothers Fund. 
Previous reports have dealt 
with problems of military se- 
curity, economic and social 
matters and foreign trade pol- 
icy. 

The series, “America at Mid- 
Century,” attempts to assess 
the major foreign and domes- 
tic opportunities likely to con- 
front the United States over 
the next 10 to 15 years. The 
projects are carried out by an. 
over-all panel 
with the aid of 100 experts who

fields. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
is chairman of the over-all 


panel. 
Enrollments Soaring. 
The nation’s schools are 


overcrowded, understaffed and 
ill-equipped, the panel warns. 
In two years, elementary school 
enrollments will rise by’ 50 per 
cent. In a decade, high schools 
will have 50 to 70 per cent 
more studénts than they can 
now accommodate. By 1975 the 
colleges will have double or 
triple their present enroll- 
ments. 

Moreover, the school system 
has been given an increasing 


’ share of the responsibilities of 


the home, the panel said, and 
has had to accept “a sense of 
responsibility for every psychic 
or civic cirsis involving indi- 
viduals below the age of con- 
sent.” 

The Rockeller study recom- 
mends immediate revolutions 
in teacher preparation, in 
teacher use and in teacher pay, 

The requirements for teach- 
er certification in some states 
are so technical and trivial, 
the report said, “as to make it 
unlikely that those with a first- 
class liberal education would 
even apply, or be eligible if 
they did.” 
noted, there is a lively and 
widespread movement afoot in 


Fortunately, it 


the educational world to cor- 
rect these difficulties. 

The nation could use, in the 
decade ahead, one third to one 
half of the college graduates 
of every kind for teaching, 
but it is likely to get only one 
fourth or one fifth of them. 
When this is added to the fact 
that one third of today’s ele- 
mentary teachers lack college 
degrees, the report said, better 
use of teachers becomes a 
“must.” 

It recommends such things 
as television, films and teach- 
ers’ aids to bring the best 
teachers into contact with 
larger numbers of students and 
to free them from petty tasks. 

Merit Urged, ’ 

It said that the “root prob- 
lem” was one of discarding 
seniority in favor of a merit 
basis for promotions and pay, a 
step opposed by teacher or- 
ganizations. 

The report covered the same 
general ground of other such 


studies since the 1955 White |

Opposes Elite Academies. 

The report eschewed the 
philosophy behind R. Adm. 
Hyman G. Rickover’s suggested 
elite academies for the intel- 
lectually gifted. It opposed the 
idea of separating students by 
ability. In a democracy, the 
panel said, there is much to 
be gained by mixing bright | 
and slow and in-between. in | 
the same classes. Let good | 
teachers challenge each accord- | 
ing to his abilities, it declared. 

Likewise, the European sin- 
gle-test system of selecting 
students was rejected. While 
repeated testings in the ele- 
mentary grades were recom- | 
mended, the report said no 
tests yetdevised could measure | 
two of the ingredients of su- 
'perior performance: motivation 
and character. 

The fact that the Soviet 
Union threatens the United 
States for the first time with 
technological inferiority makes 
it a matter “of sheer survival” 
that America develop to the 
fullest each person's talents, | 
the panel said. 

The need for balance is one 
reason that no crash programs 
or piecemeal approaches will | 
solve the problems of provid- | 
ing educated brains, 
port said. : 

The panel also urged that 
the “snap” courses be largely 
swept out of the curriculum for 
the abler students, that edu- 


cators get rid of their tradi- | 


tional fixations about class size, 
and that they put more respon- 
sibility on the student for his 
own education. 

General Course for All. 

As a general 
course for all, the report sug- 
gested four years of English, 
three to four years of social 
studies, one year of -mathe- 
matics and one year of science. 

For the academically tal- 
ented, it suggested two or three 
more years of science, three 
more years of mathematics, 
and at least three years of a 
foreign language. 

The report said that guid- 
ance programs must be im- 
proved, for they are essential 
to the success of our systems, 
and are needed especially for 
the able students.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Three who once were in 
my classroom recently admitted 
guilt for various crimes and were 
sentenced to five year terms in 
the Algoa Reformatory. 


I regret the sad circumstances 
that bring back fond memories of 
my teaching days. The things 
these boys have done are wrong. 
They know this because they 
know right drom wrong. 

But two wrongs don’t make a 
right, and it is discouraging to see 
our society continue to handle de- 
linquency and crime in the same 
manner that has proved unsatis- 
factory over the centuries. 

We apply therapeutics when 
confronted with abnormal be- 
havior of sick livers or stomachs. 
Punishment would seem _ ridic- 
ulous.

Does not the behavior of these 
boys confront us with abnormal 
behavior of sick minds? If so, 
then punishment should seem 
equally ridiculous. 

And if one would say that this 
is different because these boys 
knew right from. wrong, then I 
would say that, in order to be 
consistent and logical, we must 
punish drug addicts and alcoholics 
rather than help them, because 
they too know right from wrong 
even though they cannot help 
themselves. 

Society had best realize that the 
criminal behavior and violence so 
prevalent today also is addiction 
and symptomatic of disease. The 
continuous overdose of glamorized 
violence in the form of crime and 
war that issues forth from radio, 
TV, newspapers, magazines and 
books saturates the subconscious 
thinking of young minds, 

Add: to this the exaggerated 
emphasis we place on sex and 
the mysteriousness with which 
we still surround it, and you come 
up with a theory worth investigat- 
ing when seeking a cause for the 
growing incidence of sex crimes. 
When these things are coupled 
with the Ryper-emphasis that our 
profit-motiyated society has plac 
on the importance of mater 
wealth, @ cause emerges for t 
ever-high but still-increasing num- 
ber of crimes for money. 

The real solution lies in get- 
ting at and removing basic causes. 
rather than treating each misde- 
meanor and felony as if it were 
an entity unto itself. 

The @rst step for adults is to 
begin acting individually and col- 
lectively on the knowledge we al- 
ready have.

Parents nonchalantly violate 
traffic rules, and then try to get it 
fixed when caught. They condone 
the actions of their over-age chil- 
dren who attempt to enter the- 
aters or busses at half price. 


“Example” remains the best 
teaching device we have. Children 
and youth long for and seek adult 
atatus. They attempt to gain this 
through exaggerated imitation of 
the adult behavior they observe. 
rove their own childishness 
tating the immature acts of 
the adults in their lives rather 
than mature acts. . 

. In the meanwhile, my ¢€x-stu- 
dents need help. And the only 
help society offers them is five 
years in Algoa Reform School— 
guaranteed to give them the skills 
they need to move up the ladder 
of criminal success right into the 
penitentiary.

Finally, then, without prior notice to re- 
sponsible: local authorities and over the 
board’s objection, Orval Faubus seized an 
empty Central High School by force of arms 
—not only defying the direct orders of a 
United States Court, but usurping the au- 
thority of the elected officials who were will- 
ing to carry out their duty and had repeat- 
edly assured Mr. Faubus that they had no 
reason to doubt their ability to do so. 7 

This was the opening act of the tragedy of 
Little Rock—the move that led inexorably to 
all that followed. 


What followed was a federal court order 
from District Judge Ronald N. Davies of 
North Dakota enjoining the Governor from 
interfering with the law of the land, Federal 
troops also followed. After this, unfortunate- 
ly, the Federal Government pursued no con- 
sistent course. It did not punish those who 
sought to violate the court orders and the 
law. The Justice Department did not even 
participate in the case before Judge Lemley. 
Such inaction surely did not discourage 
defiance.

In this uneasy situation nine Negro stu- 
dents first met some friendliness and hope 
among the student leaders at Central High 
School. But eventually, as adults encouraged 
resistance, a gang spirit invaded the school. 
Minnijean Brown reports in Look magazine 
that she was reviled, kicked and threatened, 
and was expelled when she resisted. Never- 
theless, eight courageous young Negroes fin- 
ished the school year and one was graduated.

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Billboard Battle to the States 


Up to 48 Legislatures to Heed Forthcoming Federal Regulations 


From The Commercial Appeal, 
Memphis 

The formula for keeping the bill- 
board blight off interstate highways 
will be nearer ready for public con- 
sideration soon. State highway ad- 
ministrators are telling Federal Bu- 
reau of Public Roads men which 
methods seem best to them. 

Under the law, adopted over vig- 
orous protest of the billboard people, 
the Secretary of Commerce will an- 
nounce a set of regulations. Addi- 
tional federal funds will be avail- 
able for the expensive interstate sys- 
tem when the new set of rules is 


_ converted into state law. 


Thus the next part of the contest 
will take place im the 48 capitals as 
Legislatures meet. In each case the 
attitude. of a state’s chief highway 
builder will have a strong influence. 
These are the men who have inten- 
sive experience in. balancing public 
presstre and available funds.

For the fed- 
eral law under which signboard reg- 
ulations are being drafted can do 
nothing about billboards along por- 
tions of the interstate in cities or 
commercial and industrial zones. 
There are going to be a great many 


signs in these portions of the inter- 
state and the motorist is likely to 
wonder what was gained by the new 
restrictions. 


Another kind of difficulty in see- 
ing benefits of the new law will 
come in states which already have 
good anti-billboard laws and enforce 
them. ChangesS’due to the Bureau 
of Public Roads regulations will be 
much easier to see in the states 
where the billboard screen lines 
highways now in use. 


We have hope for visible and pop- 
ular changes as a result of this law. 
It is unlikely that anyone could pro- 
vide the Washington men _ with 
sounder advice on what legislators 
are likely to do when they weigh 
more highway funds against the bill- 
board defense. The highway admin- 
istrators, we are informed, are in- 
clined toward strong repression of 
billboards. That may mean that the 
state highway officials have reason- 
able hope of getting legislative ap- 
proval of what is needed. 


Stamp From The Chicago Daily Tribune 


had the foresight to kick Democrat 
Jackson off the 3-center and substi- 
tute Republican Lincoln, who had 
previously been consigned to such 
spots as the 15 and 90 cent stamps.

The Eisenhower Republicans were 
more delicate. Though they demoted 
Jefferson to the little used 2-cent 
stamp, they tactfully refrained from 
substituting a Republican. Instead, 
they decorated the 3-cent stamp with 
the Statue of Liberty, which not 
even the most loyal Jeffersonian 
could protest. 
_Their trump card, foreseeing the 
likelihood of another rate increase, 
was to put Lincoln on the 4 center. 
No wonder a lot of Republicans 
opposed the idea of 5 cént postage; 
the 5-cent-stamp depicts a Democrat, 
Monroe. And no wonder Mr. Lin- 
coln loéks worried on the 4-cent 
stamp, With a Democratic majority

SEVERAL YEARS ago in fte- 
porting on the annual Food 
Editors Conference, the fodd 
section of this newspaper car- 
ried a story about an idea in- 
troduced at that time — the 
preparation of a basic mix for 
white sauce which could be 
stored inthe refrigerator. When 
ready to use, the desired 
amount of mix was added to 
hot water, heated and stirred to 
blend, then cooked until it 
thickened. 


United States Department of 
Agriculture home economists 
report that this procedure has 
been found to be a real time- 
saver for school lunch cooks 
and home cooks. 


If you want white sauce for 
a church or community dinner, 
if your family is large, or if 
you use white sauce often, you 
may want as much as two 
quarts of dry mix on hand, 
enough to make a total of one 
gallon of white sauce. 


For this amount, here are the 
ingredients: One pound (two 
cups) butter or margarine; two 
cups sifted all-purpose flour; 
one and one-half tablespoons 
salt; one pound (four cups) 
non-fat dry milk. To blend, 
use either a pastry blender or 
an electric mixer (medium 
speed for five minutes). 


The mix will be granular ih 
texture and creamy in color.

ONE BIG BRANCH of a national restaurant chain 
showed a sudden sharp and inexplicable decline in receipts, 
and inspectors were sent on the double to investigate. 
“Everything seems in perfect order,” they reported, frankly 
puzzled, “We kept a close watch on all three cash registers, 
and every sale was rung up accurately.” 

That’s how management discovered the gimmick. There

What made him kill? 

I watched Starkweather dur- 
ing his trial. I talked with 
family and friends. I had a 
private, unmonitored, three- 
hour conversation with him 
in prison. Qut if this, some 
of his life’s values became evi- 
dent. Some conclusions. could 
be drawn. 

The answer to why he killed 
must be found inside Charles 
Starkweather, in his way of 
looking at life, in the values 
he gave it. 

He is the third of seven chil- 
dren—six boys and a girl. He 
grew up in a law-abiding fam- 
ily, knew good public schools 
and libraries. 

His earlier years were not 
markedly different on the sur- 
face from that of thousands of 
young people who have grown 
into respectable adulthood. He 
shared the companionship of 
the family dog, often went 
hunting with his older broth- 
ers and his father, spent week- 
ends with August Meyer of 
Bennet, a family friend whont 
he later murdered. 

For a number of years he 
attended church and Sunday 
school regularly, but lost in- 
terest before he finished the 
eighth grade. He said “I just 
got tired of it.” 

Charles Starkweather’s school 
intelligence rating was dull 
normal. Both the psychologists 
for the defense and the prose- 
cution put his intelligence in 
the normal range. 

The hideous eruption did not 
break suddenly out of a tran- 


They had been quietly build- 
ing up for years. Charles him- 
self was not aware of what was 
really going on inside of him. 

The exterior bristled and 


withdrew. Nobody gave it a 
thought.

It had been nursed in a mul- 
titude of grotesque and cruel 
fantasies.

When I asked him for an ex- 
planation of his killings, he 
could say only: “The old man 
came at me...I had to kill 
him. . .. The old lady was 
coming at me with a knife. 
. » » She wanted to break up 
me and Caril. ... The little 
girl was crying... .” 

Killing not only served his 
immediate ends, it, symbolized 
the destruction of opposing 
forces. 

Behind his hunger for the 
feel of power was a cowering 
sense of failure. The gun could 
do things in a hurry. 

He had thrilled to its per- 
formances on the television 
screen. He had watched him- 
self handle it in the mirror. 

As far back as Charles could 
remember he wanted to be im- 
portant. 

He had acquired numerous 
personal oddities and manner- 
isms to shield his sense of in- 
adequacy: A withdrawn look, 
tricks for maintaining social 
distance—like refusing to an- 
swer, appearing not to hear, 
keeping silent. 

“Talk gets you nowhere,” he 
said 


Beneath these exterior safety 
devices were fantasy scenes of 
cruelty and personal mastery. 
These images had become more 
impelling and complex with 
time. They seemed so vividly 
realistic at times that he came 
up with a start, reaching for 


For years it did not occur 
to him that one day he Would 
break over these fantasies to 
become a real murderer. Even 
after the first murder which 
he admittedly committed sole- 
ly for money “so that he and 
Caril could run away,” he con- 
fessed a return to the murder- 
ous images.

The gun was a poor defeated 
ego's short road to power. 

Power over others: That is 
what he wanted. This was the 
ego's answer to real or imag- 
inary wrongs. 

As we talked at the prison, 
Charles said he loved Caril 
and had to hold on to her at all 
costs. “Caril and I got along 
fine together ... she does 
everything I want,” he said. 


(Caril Ann Fugate, 14, ac- 
companied Starkweather on his 
killing rampage. She also has 
been charged with murder and 
awaits trial.) 

Charles Starkweather 
powerless to see the world as 
others see it. Powerless to 
measure himself by the stand- 
ards others use. 

He was upset because he was 
forbidden to wear his cowboy 
boots to the trial. Day after 
day he showed up with his 
flaming red hair trickily 
groomed. At his preliminary 
hearing he was more interested 
in his tie than in the charge 
against him. 

In the courtroom, he was un- 
moved by the tears of the slain 
boy’s father. His eyes fol- 
lowed the faces of the jury 


he spoke to his mother. 

He appeared always aware 
of his own importance in the 
courtroom. After all Charles 
Starkweather was what it was 
all about. ?

Puzzle Over Lebanon 


NEW YORK, June 23. 

THERE IS TO ME a very puzzling element in Secre- 
tary of State Dulles’s recent statement regarding Lebanon, 
and in fact it is something that has always troubled me as 
regards the Eisenhower Doctrine in the Near East. 

Although we denounced France and Great Britain for 
attacking Egypt, we agreed in the Eisenhower Doctrine to 
come to the aid—and apparently this includes military aid 
—of any nation where aggression can be proved. I have 
always supposed this to mean that we would come to the 
aid of such a nation through the U.N., because I do not see 
how our nation by itself could possibly use military force 
merely because another nation in a given area said it was 
the victim of aggression. It seems to me that would be 
committing the same mistake that France and Great Brit- 
ain did unless we took the question first to the U.N. and 
obtained their authorization. 

If we did that, it would be more than likely — 
that nations which had no immediate interest in 

the area would be asked to furnish troops, while 

our help would be limited te economic aid and 

would not entail the use of American soldiers or 
those of any of the other great countries in these 
areas of the world. 

On the whole, I believe this is a much wiser solution, 
because it would also mean that the Soviet Union could not 
actively engage its troops. The more we establish the fact 
that neither Russian nor our own troops are to be used, 
the safer it will be for all of us. 

Thus I wish very much that our Secretary of State and 
other high Government officials would think more often of 
participation with and through the U.N. and less often of 
unilateral action. 


Lebanon certainly hopes to do all it possibly 
can for itself, and people with experience in this 
part of the world have spoken to me in the high- 
est terms of President Chamoun as a world states- 
man. We can only hope that it will be possible for 
the U.N. te help create a climate in which this 
statesmanship can be exercised freely. 

The U.N. mission that has gone to Lebanon may be the 
means of creating this atmosphere and we will watch their 
work and the Secretary General's visit with close interest.
